Parsing np Broadway wmw«re attracted by 


the almost coantleaa number of sign* and sym- 
bol* fronting to the great American Museum. 
Unlike uiost of the show* which flood the 
country, we «ee the exhibition superior to the 
n-preeentatiou, and no visitor should leave the 
citv without spending an afternoon amle^euiui; 
at the Museum. The chief novelty at present 
i* the African United Twins—two colored 
children, three years old, completely joined 
together at the back—constituting two buiugs 
in one. This is no humbug, but a wonderful 
tusas uatunt. A rabbit wa* in the square *et 
apart for them, aud we could not keep from 
shuddering to see them vhaaing it alternately, 
one pulling the other. The alcoceygis of each 
ehild seems to be bent backwards so as to be- 
come continuous with the other. The lower 
portion, to probably one-third of its extent, of 
the sacrum of each, is in like manner joined 
by bonej union to the corresponding portion of 
the sacrum of tbe other, forming with the 
muscles attached to them a firm band of two 
or three inches in diameter, but so ibort that 
tbe nate* of each child are pressed against 
those of the other. They are thus united back 
to back, but not exactly parallel. Th e two 
alimentary canal* are joined, it is probable 
above the iuteroal ipiucter, as tbe desire to go 
and actual discharge of the fut'rea is at the

DENMARK.—Thero is n reaion to believe 


that the popular Constitution won by the peo- 
ple of Denmark, in 1848 and 1849, ha* disap- 
peared by a stroke of the pen. A telegraph dis- 
patch from Copenhagen announces that on the 
20th ult. the King, assuming that autocratic 
power againit which the Diet has frequently 
protested in advance, issued an edict decreeing 
a new political organitation for the entire mon- 
archy.
